Thanks for forwarding the URLs re: the FT-897. Reading thru the translation 
from JA to English is a bit difficult, but interesting :) 


Especially interesting to me were details on the FC-30 ATU - "[... 
therefore, relay change type high-speed antenna tuner FC-30 were developed 
to FT-897 exclusive use. 16 a %?-proof [ quantity ] capacitor and nine 
large-sized high frequency coils are changed by relay, and the optimal 
matching is taken. It is tunable in an instant, stopping power consumption, 
even if compared with a motor drive type.]" 


Hopeful translation: It sounds like the Yaesu FC-30 design architecture is 
similar to what we've seen in the LDG Z-11 or Elecraft's KAT-2 ATU - caps 
and inductors switched by microprocessor controlled relays - but the FC-30 
will handle 100w! We can hope that, "stopping power consumption" refers to 
the use of xlatching*x relays, thereby eliminating the "holding current" 
required by some of the SGC 100w designs that employ non-latching relays. 
This is very significant, as the holding current can be 250mA - equaling 
half the standby RX current. Let's hope Yaesu got it right, eh? :) 


If Yaesu did the ATU properly, they'll be the first company (to my 
knowledge) who'll offer a latching relay QRP/hi-power 20w/100w ATU - we'll 
see :)!

It appears your MFJ-989C is quite a bit bigger than my MFJ-989 
and has the coax wound balun while mine has the much smaller wire toroid 
type. It is easy to change from 4:1 to 1:1 if desired. 


I got my "big" tuner at the Fort Tuthill Hamfest and had it 
sitting next to my FT-817 on a camp table and was working on 17 meters 
when several people came by and said "the tuner is 5 times bigger than 
the rig!". Later we had it on Vern's mini beam on 20 meters at the QRP 
Corner. 


Based on my measurement on a MFJ tuner, it works better with 
high impedance loads. Any load below 25 ohms begins to cause high 
circulating currents in the tuner inductor and loss to I squared R 
becomes large. So a 1:1 balun is less likely to present low impedance to 
the tuner. 


I will need to try the RG-117 balun some time. In my Dan's Small 
parts tuner, also a Tee type I wound a simple 1:1 balun on a small 
toriod and it works fine with the 44 foot antenna. 


On Sun, 4 Aug 2002, George, W5YR wrote: 


I have two MFJ 989C "3 KW" tuners - one is vintage 1995 and the other 
somewhat earlier, around 1991, I believe. 


Both use simple 1:1 current baluns consisting of about 12-15 turns of a 
twisted-pair transmission line wound around and through a stack of three 
large toroids. The output end of the winding has both wires going to the 
feedthroughs which connect to the balanced feedline.

> One end of the twisted pair at the input goes to chassis ground and the 
> other end goes to one of the feedthrough insulators to the right of the

To use the balun to feed the balanced line from the unbalanced (coax) 
output of the T-network tuner, you connect a jumper across the two 
feedthroughs to the right of the main pair. This connects - via the antenna 
selector switch - the t-network output to the input of the balun winding. 


To use the tuner with a single wire, you leave the jumper off and connect

the end of the wire to the feedthrough that goes to the antenna selector 
switch described above. 


As you can see, this balun is nothing more than a simple transmission line 
wound around and through a stack of toroids to form sufficient inductance 
to reduce or remove the common-mode current on the twisted-pair line. 


Dare I abbreviate "common-mode" as CM? 


As such it is a current or choke balun with a 1:1 ratio. Its function as a 
balun is largely independent of frequency over the range covered by the 
tuner (160 - 10) and its performance is also independent of the SWR on the 
balanced line, which is a differential-mode consideration. 


For QRP work, a suitable ferrite toroid wound with a dozen or so turns of 
RG-174 makes an excellent balun. Connect the balanced line to the shield 
and center conductor at one end and the coax to the tuner at the other end. 


The same RG-174 can be strung with 40-50 ferrite beads to form a W2DU 1:1 
current balun. This is the type of balun that I use to transition from 
ladderline to coax into the shack and the tuners, but with RG-303 
high-power coax. 


I strongly believe in using a 1:1 balun with a multi-band antenna fed with 
twinlead or ladderline. If you model popular antenna and feedline 
combinations it almost inevitably turns out that a 4:1 balun -*if in fact 
it worked as a 4:1 balun under mismatch conditions*x - makes impedance 
matching to the feedline a harder problem rather than an easier one. 


It is important to remember that a balun, although it looks like a 
transformer, is NOT a transformer. It works as a transmission line works 
and the number of turns has little or nothing to do with the 
"transformation ratio" since a balun is not a transformer. There xarex r-f 
transformers wound on toroids, but they are not baluns. So, describing a 
balun as "4:1" means that it will transform impedances by a factor of four 
ONLY when terminated in its design impedances on input and output. 


In older times, the 4:1 voltage balun was universally used. But in the 80's 
Roy Lewallen and Walt Maxwell made some serious balun experiments and wrote 
two of the definitive papers on balun operation. The work of Jerry Sevick, 
W2FMI, is well documented in his books that ARRL sells. Tom Rauch, W8JI, 
who designed the MFJ tuners and a number of linear amps has also 
experimented with baluns in the high-power environment. 


The conclusion of all these gentlemen is that you are much better off to 

use a 1:1 current balun with a transmatch or antenna tuner in a multi-band 
situation. The basic reason is that a current balun will operate to force 
equal currents in the balanced line wires, and that is what you must have

to avoid line radiation, etc. A voltage balun, on the other hand, will 
force equal voltages on the balanced line and the current balance will 
depend upon the entire transmission-line/antenna system being balanced.

There was a long and heated discussion on balun design and I 
have no desire to re-load that talk. But rather to talk about the LDG 
Electronics BA-1 and the MFJ balun in nearly all their antenna tuners. 


It was argued that the simple 1:1 balun is best when you want to 
keep the balanced side to stay balanced and several other claimed 
advanages I never fully understood. The differance between a 4:1 and 1:1 
balun of this type is simply how you hook up the 4 wires that come out 
of the windings which are usually 10-12 turns of 2 wires side by side 
that covers 80% of the toroid. The toroid is made of a ferrite material. 


When I got the LDG Electronics balun it had a powdered irom 
toroid (red) which didn't work at all well. I replaced the core with 
ferrite and it worked well as a 4:1 balun. Then I re-wired it for a 1:1 
and it still worked fine. I can't say it worked better, but for sure as 
well. I understand the BA-1 shipped now has a ferrite toroid. 


The MFJ antenna tuners all have a 4:1 balun which made me wonder 
if that configuration isn't better since MFJ has fine engineers 
designing their gear. But then I studied my new one with the roller 
inductor and the big box which has a QRP Cross needle SWR bridge, and 
found the problem is simply that if hooked up as 4:1 then the simple 
jumper from single wire input to the balanced input will work. If hooked 
up as 1:1 you can't do this! I plan to hit up Dan's small parts for a 
switch to do this with the 1:1 balun just as I did it in my QRP kit from 
there. 


My MFJ antenna tuner tunes up a lot different but works fine 
with this change. The switch will regain the single wire input which I 
never use.

Folks, 


Here's additional information about connector loss in transmission systems. 
Note that Steve was editor of the CQ VHF column -- 1984/88. This in 
response to a similar message on the VHF and 6-Club reflectors. 


Absolutely agreed. I've done this even a bit more scientifically, and 
posted the results in the RSGB Journals and elsewhere, years ago. Used lab 
equipment, HP 608F signal generator (10-480 MHz), Boonton 42AD 
microwattmeter, adjusting both for 0 dBm +/- 0.1 dB, and going from there. 
That's about .5 dB better resolution than using any kind of ham gear & 
instrumentation. 


At 400 MHz, using ten between-series adapters connected together resulted in 
less than 0.8 dB overall insertion loss. Not at 50 MHz, but at 400 MHz. 

The between-series types were UHF to N, N to BNC, BNC to SMA, SMA to BNC, 
BNC to N, N to UHF, etc. Pretty much everything I had on hand was used, 
except for "RCA Phono" and banana plugs! All adapters were, however, very 
good ones made by Amphenol, Kings, Trompeter and other mil-spec American 
manufacturers. At 0.8 dB for ten adapters, that's .08 dB each, average. 
Obviously, nothing to even consider unless one really does string ten 
together for some reason and is trying to work e.m.e. with all that in line.

Until December (I moved and the loop did not), I used the AEA Isoloop 
with the IT-1 auto-tuner. For an apartment with a wire-sensitive 
manager, I loved it. I used it vertically, on a 4-ft pole on my 
balcony. It was a very sensitive receive antenna. I used it qrp, and 
never had any problems getting the signal out...was able to get through 
pile-ups with qrp ssb, so it did the job, and I was satisfied. 


A more important consideration is, of course, what problems did the loop 
have. 

1) Housing of the unit liked to crack. Pretty common with the AEA 
units and mine was no exception. By the end of its lifetime, the 
housing was busted through and the pole was holding it together (hence 
the reason it did not make the move). 

2) 17m...nope...never once got a reasonable SWR on 17m....very 
strange...could never find a good reason. Neither manual or auto-tuning 
would work. It would tune outside 17m on either end quite well 
however....g0 figure. 

3) 10m. It would tune...but I always got wicked high rf levels in the 
shack with the isoloop...but I already had a 10m V up, so I never tried 
to resolve this issue. 


Cons versus the MFJ unit: 

1) Hasn't been made in years. Good luck finding one. There is one 
waiting for me (I hope) in Illinois, but the new job has been running me 
ragged and I haven't been able to get out to pick it up. 

2) Requires two cables to go to the unit. MFJ controls via the coax. 

3) Housing is not UV-friendly. 

4) No manufacturer support. 

5) MFJ has a very useful cross needle indicator on the tuning box. 


Pro's: 

1) Auto-tuner works very well. 

2) Separate cable for control so you don't pick up any processor noise 
in receiver (the mfj units shut down now shortly after tuning so this 
isn't really an issue). 

3) Aside from plastic, they always seemed better constructed. 


Final thoughts, if I can ever get out to Illinois, I would love to get 
an isoloop back on the air (still living in a rental). As I own the 
IT-1, I'd prefer an AEA over an MFJ. If my IT-1 died (or I just can't 
get to Illinois before it is claimed by someone else), I would be happy 
to pick up an MFJ unit (possibly the 40m job...anyone tried it?). 
Currently I am using an MP-1 which works, but the tuning method 
requires it to be within my shack....in the basement...which has issues. 

Either loop could be out on the patio and remotely tuned...and that is 
a beautiful thing.

> and has the coax wound balun while mine has the much smaller wire toroid 
> type. It is easy to change from 4:1 to 1:1 if desired. 


I guess I wasn't clear: the 989C uses twisted pair for the balun, not coax. 
I was remarking that one could make a very effective yet simple 1:1 current 
balun by winding RG-174 on a toroid. 


You are correct in that adding a switch and a couple of wires will change 
the basic 1:1 current balun in the 989C to a 4:1 voltage balun. Jerry 
Sevick, W2FMI, has a very good discussion of this with good schematics and 
photos in his book on "BalUns and UnUns." 


I surmise that all MFJ did when current baluns came into "style" was to 
remove a couple of wires from their tuners and change what were 4:1 voltage 
baluns into 1:1 current baluns. The actual windings on the toroids is the 
same in either case. 


I would still advise against using the 4:1 connection except for unusual 
circumstances where the feedline presented a very high input impedance that 
the tuner could not otherwise handle. 


I think that your tuner must be the smaller 969 model with the rotary 
inductor and lower power rating. I am sure that it is a big improvement 
over your 949 with the tapped inductor. 


I got my "big" tuner at the Fort Tuthill Hamfest and had it 
sitting next to my FT-817 on a camp table and was working on 17 meters 
when several people came by and said "the tuner is 5 times bigger than 
the rig!". Later we had it on Vern's mini beam on 20 meters at the QRP 
Corner. 


Based on my measurement on a MFJ tuner, it works better with 
high impedance loads. Any load below 25 ohms begins to cause high 
circulating currents in the tuner inductor and loss to I squared R 
becomes large. So a 1:1 balun is less likely to present low impedance to 
the tuner.

That is true of any T-network tuner, Karl. Tuning low impedance loads 
causes more loss in the inductor and many tuners just cannot handle loads 
much below 15-25 ohms even not counting the loss they incur.

Friends, 


I have had a fair amount of experience using small diameter loop antennas. 
Although mine were all homebrew, they were similar in design to the MFJ and 


AEA products. 


These antennas can work amazingly well as long as you observe a few 
precautions. First and foremost, they must be mounted well away from other 
metallic objects. Watch out for metal gutters and downspouts, house wiring, 
metal siding and so on. I helped one builder troubleshoot his loop which 
was hanging on the outside of his garage. Whenever his wife parked her car 
inside the loop quit working. Likewise, another user had his loop mounted 
on a fiberglass pole next to his house. Five feet away (on the other side 
of the wall) was a washer and dryer. 


Also remember that the radiation from these antennas is very intense as Mr. 
Muscolino discovered when his TS130 kept locking up. The bottom line is 
this: try to get your loop in the clear as much as possible. Never feed 
them through a transmatch. They will perform extremely well when properly 
constructed and installed.

Jim, 


I believe your straight key is a copy of a McElroy Streamkey, c. late 
30's/40's. I had one (the copy) until I traded it off a few months ago. I 
used it on the air a few times but recollections are based on memories. 


The copies are fairly common, in my experience. But, I have only seen cast 
metal bases on copies, not the plastic bases that reportedly appear on some 
originals. 


You can tell the keys apart in several ways. The original has three raised 
verticals on the outside of the cast base, just below the arm pivots. I 
don't recall seeing them on copies, and mine definitely did not have them 


The identifying corporate info is cast into the front of the base base on 
the original. There are no identifying marks on the copies I have seen. 


The copies have fairly coarse slotted screws (nickle plated) and hex nuts 
on the pivots, tensioning assembly and the arm stop. And, the screws 
themselves are usually longer than they really need to be - awkward 
looking. The original screw heads are knurled and chrome plated and the 
original nuts are round. 


The arm, shorting plate and shorting bar are nicely chrome plated on both 
the copies and originals that I have seen. The knobs on both versions are 
bakelite, not plastic. 


There are differences in how the lever pivots and screws are 
configured/machined but I can't recall the specifics right now. Ditto for 
how the tensioning spring is mounted - if it's a cup mount or the wire-end 
inserted into a mating hole in the base. 


Finally, on the copies it is not uncommon to see stress cracks in the 
underside of the cast base. I assume these came about during the 
casting/cooling process as they are always contain paint. The original 
castings have a consistent high-quality appearance. 


The copies I have seen have crackle finishes with minimal "tooth". I'm told 
the originals had either crackle or smoothly painted finishes, but I have 
only seen the latter. 


Hope the hand-key recollections are helpful to you, Jim. And, 
congratulations on your web page - great pictures and certainly very inspiring.
